Fire broke out almost im m ediately afterw ards in num b er 


one hold but it had no bearing on the fate of the ship for the flames 


were quickly quenched by the rush of water which poured in. 


C aptain Forv aid, one of the veteran c om m a nd e rs in the service 


of the O c e a n Steam ship com pany , ow ners of the vessel, did his best 


to avert a panic and m a n the lifeboats. So quickly did the d oom e d 


vessel sink, how ever, that there was no time to get the boats away 


and m a ny of those w ho perished were trapped in their berths. 


'Diose of the passengers and crew w ho w ere able to reach the 


deck, all of th e m thinly clad and m a ny w ithout life preservers, plung­ 


ed into the sea. 


T h e g-uiser launched life boats im m ediately after the crash and 


turned its searchlights upon the water in which m e n and w om e n were 


struggling for their lives. Sixty -eight persons were picked up aiu: 


brought back to this port by the warship which was not seriously d a m ­ 


aged.
